A few hours of high 
temperature was follwed by a sudden 
drop of the mercury, the highs and 
lows f luci u It iiig v>ithsueli treiju 'iuy 
that one was soon chucked full ot 
influenzi pleurisy and other maladies 
ai.tribuied to an uncertain climate 

Slooe January 10 tbe weather coodi 
tions have been worse than is usual In 
this climate. Tlie mercury hasrangtd 
from zero to 35 degrees above and lias 
done tbe "ranging" in spasms and fits^ 
Several cold waves have been expert 
••need, and they came on the heels of 
each oilier; a few rains have fallen, 
not to melt snow anti ice, but lo make 
more Ice: snows have fallen as rapidly 
as they were melted, and altogether 
this section has been given asami le of 
weather that would put to shame an 
Alaskan winter.

The fact that thirteen men are now 
under seotence of death goes to show 
that, juries baye been doing their duty 
and that murders are being made to 
pay tbe penklty for their crimes. Tbe 
Courier Journal, speaking of the nurn 
ber slated to go via the hempen route, 
sajs: Someof tlieiii have exhausted 
every chance for life and are calmly 
awaiting execution day, which has al- 
ready been fixed, while others are yet 
struggling with fate in attempts toes- 
cape tlie extreme penalty of death. 
Fire of the number wiM Juries have 
said are guilty of murder and must 
pay tbe penalty with tiieir own lives 
are incarcerated in the Jefferson coun 
ty jail, while tbe remaining ones are 
scattered over the State. 

Tlio.se in the JelTerson county prison 
are: I'aleb Powers, convicted of com 
plicity in the murder of William Goe- 
bcl; his ca.se has been remained for a 
new trial; Wiliiaai 'Van Oalsen, eon* 
Tieted of tlie murder of Fannie Porter 
bis mistress, Oeonce Warner^ murder 
er of Pulaski Leeds, Jseoo Bisboff, for 
the brutal murder of his wife, James 
Thomas and Edward Brown, negroes, 
convicted of wife murder. 

John and Kd Taylor and James 
Smil b convicted of the murder of a 
white man, are awaiting execution in 
the Fayette county jail at Lexington; 
Tom White, convicted murder of 
Thomas Marcum, is awaiting execu 
Uon in the Covington Jail; Boy Green 
and James Ooomes, aegroea. are under 
aentenoeof death in the Owensboro 
tail, Green for killing a white man 
and Coomes for the murder of his wife 
and four negroe»>are in tbe Jlopkins 
county jail awaiting execution for the 
murder of an unknown white man a 
year ago. Tiiisissaid to be tbe lar- 
gest number of men ever under sen 
tence of death at one time in this 
State. In addition tbe number of It* 
gal hangings in recent months has been 
fWr above the average in Kentuckey.

He has been 
preachisg fifty feais. He la the son 
of a Presbyterian miniater, snd as a 
preacher has gained a natitmal reputa- 
tion, wblcb spread to other continents. 
For twenty vears he preached what he 
termed the common, well-known doc- 
trine of the Presbyterian church. 
Then a change came over him, and 
for the past thirty years he has )een 
preaching a doctrine which is strange 
to many people, but which he says he 
•saUe to aubatantiate by tbe scrip 
turea. It is a creed which myateUes 
many. For Inatance, he huMa that 
there are three hella of future pnnisli- 
meat, viz: the old-fasbtoned Hades, 
Gehenna, where many professed 
christians will go for a season, and 
Tautrrus, the temporary abode of the 
fallen angels. Rev. Barnes repudiates 
the popular theory that the devil is a 
fallen angel. He quotes .scripture, 
which saya that the devil was not only 
a liar from tbe beginning, but a mur- 
derer, and therefore he eooM never 
have been an angel of light. Bev. 
Barnes does not believe in eternal 
punishment. His idea is that souls 
will be punLshed a length of time 
commensurate with the sins they 
have committed and according to 
their standing before God. At the 
last grand wind up, the devil will be 
annihilated, and the imprisoned souls 
turned loose. This, he says, is pos 
Bible, from the fact that tbe devil is 
not immortal and ttiat souls are mor- 
tal. He aaya Chriat went to hell and 
tasted of Its tormflinta for every per- 
son. This, he avers, was unavoida- 
ble, from the fact that Christ took 
the part of a substitute fur man in 
every sense of the word. Man, say.s 
Rev. Barnes, is made up of three 
elements, viz:^tlie body, the soul and 
the spirit. The body and the soul, he 
says, are mortal, while the spirit is 
tliat immortal. Godlike attribute of 
every man, saint or sinner, which 
at death returns to God who gave It. 
Hiaideaof tbe'nuipardonahiesin" ia 
attributing to God the works of the 
devil. In Christ's time, he lafB, this 
practice was reversed— attributing to 
the devil the works of God— but that 
it is the .same thing either way, and 
thai those who entertain this idea, 
whether preachers or laymen, will 
surely be damned. He says God never 
atllicted or punished anybody that 
all pliysical ills or misfortunes come 
at the hands of the devil 'the prince 
of the power of the air." These are 
only a few of the aaliaat poinU of his 
strange creed. Bev. Barnes aet out 
about two years ago to preach in every 
county-seat in Kentucky. He says be 
felt called of God to do this in bis 
native State. This is his 9Gtb county 
and he has county seals yet t( 
make. He travels under the aupices 
of no church or orgaiiiz ition, depend 
ing upon voluntary contributions ti 
promote his work. His .sermons at 
Hartford have created much comment 
and set many people to thinking. 
Whether you agree with him or not, 
you cannot doubt hfai deep 'eanieBtnes.s 
nor the evident inspiration which sus- 
tains him.
